(Abstracts that are pertinent) "The vroposals are intended primarily to implement the 
Commissions Report and Order of Sept. 19, 1956 (Docket 11253) establishing a basic 
policy to provide additional frequencies through modified channel spacing and assign~ 
ment method in the 26.96=27.23, & 27.23=27.28 bands, with operation in the latter reg= 
vlarized in most services, and to promote greater and more equitable utilization of 
these frequenciss.®

Amateur Radio Service (Part 12) 


®Reallocate a small segment (26.96 - 27.23 Mc.) of the Amateur frequencies to the 
Citisens Radio Service.®
